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lL. It is estirated thet, in early March 1950, there were 180,000 Com-uniat 
troons of LIN Plao's 4 Meld Army in Kwangsi. The troovs are constrntly 
shuffled back ani forth, with large concentrations around Nanning (108-18, 
22-48) and Lungchou (106-56, 22-22). The movements are believed by the 
local vomlation to be a nossible vorelude to the invasion of Indochina or 
& measure to contain Nitionalist troons in Kwangst. 


2. The only snfe communications in Kwangsi are the Hunan=-Kyvangsi railroad end 
the river route from ‘uchou (111-19, 23+28) to Kueihsien (109-40, 23=02). 
Communist troons can trevel only in large numbers on other roafis and weter~ 
ways, which are harassed by Nationalist guerrillas and bandits. 
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
